Stripped of its provision 
certificate of convenience 
necessity, the bill was reported out 
by the Senate Interstate Com- 
mittee, subsequently recommitted 
to the committee, and later restored 
to the Senate calendar, with a mi- 
nority report bitterly assailing the 
main feature of the measure.

Fickleness of Weather Hits 
New Jersey Used Car Sales

dealers in this city is that the 
used car market is spotty. In 


some instances used car sales are 
ahead of the corresponding period 
last year. Others are not so good, 
while still others are apparently 
maintaining an even keel, 

A deterring factor on which all 
dealers apparently agree has been 
the fickleness of the weather. Dur- 
ing the heat spell, used car sales 
took 2a tremendous jump forward. 
The dealers took advantage of the 
weather, and as a result they re- 
duced their used car inventories to 
a very noticeable degree. Then came 
the cold weather, and with the 
drop in the thermometer came a 
drop in used car sales. 

Dealers have been experimenting 
with all possible type of adver- 
tising and sales promotion plans. 
These include classified newspaper 
advertising, display advertising, spe- 
cial sales, open air lets and even 
used car shows held under huge 
tents. Of these, the open air lot 
has been the most. successful. Rep- 
utanie dealers have leased lots at 
strif*c points. erected temporary 


offices on the premises, placed their 
most attractive used cars on dis- 


play, maintained regular “floor” 
schedules for their salesmen, and 
have discovered that through this 
medium they have sold a greater 
number of used cars than would 
have been possible were these cars 
kept indoors at the main show- 
rooms. 

Several dealers, not being able to 
obtain a lot, have run 99-cent sales 
with excellent results. For instance, 
a haif page ad, will be run in the 
newspapers, announcing such a sale 
on the same basis as that of a prom- 
inent chain of drug stores. This 
copy is often augmented by throw- 
aways, distributed in certain fertile 
used car sections of the city 

A few of the methods of repre- 
sentative dealers are enumerated 
herewith :— 

J. H. Heckathorn, sales manager

Coincident with its last-minute 
appeal for legislative action, the bus 
association, which is affiliated with 
the American Automobile Associa- 
tion, made public its “Bus Facts of 
1930,” which cites an increase of 200 


per cent. in the number of motor 
bus passengers in the last seven 
years. The statement, in _ part, 
says:— 


“The motor bus is now provid- 
ing a supplemental transportation 
service that is nation-wide, and 
is being widely used as an ad- 
junct to both steam and electric 
railways. 

“The fact that there are now 782,- 
500 miles of route covered by bus 
lines, 326,235 miles of which are 

served by common carrier bus lines, 
as against 288,803 miles of steam 
and electric lines, shows the extent 
to which this medium is being ac- 
cepted by the public. 

“The tremendous sum paid in 
taxes by the motor bus companies 

has become an important factor 
in this field. In 1928 thé 4verage 
special tax by common carrier 
buses was $475, ranging from $418 
for the average inter-city-intra- 
state bus to $625 for an interstate 
bus.” 

Some of the significant points in 
fhe 1930 issue of “Bus Facts” are: 

There are 92,500 buses in opera- 
tion. as compared to 69,400 in 1926. 

There are 33,300 buses used in 
fommon carrier service, independent 


of rail connections; 42,000 school 
buses and 11,250 used by electric rail- 
ways. 


There were 1,855,000,000 passen- 
gers transported in common carrier 
operations in 1929. 

Total investment in rolling stock, 
terminals, garages, etc., for common

Total gross revenue of common 
carrier bus lines in 1929 was $395.- 
000,000 


Taxes paid by motor bus opera-

N° that the Hawley-Smoot tariff bill has become a law 
through the signature of Herbert Hoover, may 
profitably settle down and prepare as earnestly as we can 
to make the best of a very bad matter. 

Bad as the law undoubtedly is, it is probably better to 
have an end of the uncertainty that preceded its final passage. 
What the country thinks of this new tariff enactment may 
be judged from the spasm indulged in by the stock market 
immediately after the bill had been passed by the Senate. 
Many standard and undoubtedly gilt-edged stocks registered 
new lows, indicating the general feeling that business had 
received a fresh body blow. 

In spite of Mr. Hoover's expressed belief that the flex- 
ible feature of the law will enable him to iron out the in- 
equalities and injustices that exist, the ot 
device is doubtful. 

From the present situation we may eventually draw cer- 
tain benefits. If we, the veting citizens of the United States. 
make up our minds that this is the last tariff law that is 
going to be muddled together by Congress, we shall in the 
end gain immeasurably. The whole matter of drafting a 
tariff law should be taken out of the hands of the muddlers 
on Capitol Hill and be handled by a commission of experts. 
The sooner this whole matter of national policy is removed 
from politics and made a matter ef sound business planning, 
the better for every one concerned. 

Under the Hawley-Smoot tariff Jaw the automotive 
industry will suffer a considerable loss in export business. 
Indeed it already is feeling the effects of the law. It may be 
that the country has enough recuperative powers to shake 
off the present depression in spite of the Hawley-Smoot 
monkey wrench, but certainly this selfish, class-seeking law 
will contribute nothing to recovery. 

The voters of the country will have the opportunity next 
fall ef writing “Never Again” under the Hawley-Smoot law. 


Driver Examinations 
PEAKING presumably for the administration, Dr. Julius 

Klein recently bemoaned the fact that in many states no 
examination of drivers is conducted before they are allowed 
to take motor vehicles out on the roads. 

As a matter of fact the sum total of our knowledge about 
the actual value of tests intended to show whether a prospec- 
tive driver is capable of operating a car safely amounts to 
just about nothing. In most cases the methods used in test- 
ing prospective drivers’ qualifications are so perfunctory that 
the tests are almost useless. It is « very difficult matter to 
give the number of tests that are necessary in a country hav- 
ing 26,000,000 motor vehicles, in such a way that they will 
really mean anything. It is obviously desirable that any per- 
Son operating a. motor vehicle on the roads should be com- 
petent, but the real cause. behind aecidents is usually not lack 
of skill, but the psychological make-up of the individual. 

Some years ago the present writer gathered accident 
material from the newspapers ef six states, three of which 
examined drivers applying for licenses and three which did 
not have this formality. It happened that the three states 
which did not examine had a better record than the three 
which did. This of course was « mere accident in itself, but 
it did suggest that the value of such tests is more theoretical! 
than real.

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] OWER commodity prices will 

bear an important relation to 
net profits this year and cmpha- 
size the desirability of more at- 
tention to the amount of profit 
per unit of sale and less io the 
percentage of profit to total sales 
volume, according to banking au- 
thority. 

The current lower level of prices, 
he pointed out, involves a narrow- 
ing of profit per item, without a 
corresponding change in the actual 
expense. With lower prices, the 
amount of protit per sale is less 
because the retail craft in general 
is using the same percentage of 
mark-up as heretofore. 

The commodity price situation is 
having several effects upon retail 
merchandising. The obvious one is 
the depreciation of inventory which 
necessitates mark-downs to bring 
the value of old stocks down to the 
new basis. The other is not so 
obvious, possibly because the retail 
craft is “percentage minded" and 
deals with percentages rather than 
dollars in determining retail prices. 

This can best be shown by the 
following example. If a dollar 
item carries a mark-up of 33 1-3 
per cent. its retail selling price is 
$1.50. Should the wholesale cost of 
the item drop to 90 cents and the 
same mark-up be put upon it, as 
is usually the case, its retail selling 
price is $1.35. The gross profit in 
the first instance is 50 cents and 
in the latter 45 cents, or a decrease 
of 10 per cent., usually without any 
appreciable decline in the amount 
of expense per unit. 
| In a situation of this kind there 
fare. of course, some _ counterbal- 
ancing factors. Total sales mav 
be larger; it may be possible to sell 
200 items with a net profit of 25 
cents each, for example, in place 
of 100 at 50 cents, and thus pre- 
serve the former amount of profit 
Also. if consumers continue to buy 
merchandise of a higher grade at 
the price they aid before, the 
effect of power prices will be nulli- 
fied 

These considerations, however, 
suggest that lower commodity prices 
demand of profitable retail mer- 
chandising one or all of these 
things: an increase of sales, a re- 
duction of expenses or an increase 
mark-up 
“That these implications are not 
fully realized now,” this authority 
Says. “I now believe. is due to the 
fact that the retail industry is 
thinking in terms of percentages. 
The dollars involved are not seen, 
and losses are being taken on many 
items of merchandise which would 
not be experienced if expense facts 
on unit sales were available. 

“Many stores are now operating 
on a unit-control system of stock 
keeping. It is a logical step to ex- 
pana this procedure and apply it 
to costs as well. because retail cost 
analysis today is incomplete and in- 
accurate in a number of respects. 

“The present set-up is such that 
some items Carry a great deal more 
of the expense burden than they 
actually incur. and yet the emphasis 
is frequently placed on items or 
price lines which are actually sold 
at @ loss. because unit expense data 
are not available to reveal this con- 
dition.”

It is not intended to re- 
flect on the integrity of any indi- 
vidual, but has been inaugurated 
as a protection against salesmen 
who do not intend to sell, but are 
merely seeking drawing accounts; 


salesmen who practice misrepre- 
sentation, make unjust claims. and 
are guilty of unethical practices, 


It is believed that this will prevent 
2utomotive dealers from employing 
and harboring salesmen who aré 
unworthy of the help and co-oper- 


ation given them, and will make 
room for men who are anxious to 
give their best. 


A study of the used-car problem 
is now under way, and some recom- 
mended practices on trade-ins, re+ 
sales, etc., are exnected to be re- 
ported by the committee makin 
the. investigation within a shor 
time.

Inspection and Test—Nothing is 
80 vital to maintain quality as in- 
spection and testing. Without an 
adequately equipped and manned 
inspection department and test de- 
partment it would be practically im- 
possible to operate any 
wage-payment plan. It is obvious 
that those in charge of production 
are inclined to say that their prod- 
uct is good enough to ship. In a 
small plant, where the superintend- 
ent or foreman is familiar with 
the conomies of the business and 
the consequence of sending poor 
work into the field, it is possible, 
and often practical for such men to 
pass on the quality. In a large com- 
pany, the inspection and test de- 
partments are entirely independent 


from the manufacturing organiza- | 


tion, the chief inspector reporting 
direct to the works manager. While 
this independence exists, it is essen- 
tial that the inspectors work closely 
with the foremen and exercise good 
judgment in passing upon questions 
which may be matters of opinion, 
such as appearance and noise. 

The amount of inspection in a 
plant is always subject to criticism, 
as it is one of the large items en- 
tering into the overhead. It varies 
considerably with kind of apparatus 
manufactured, whether it is special, 
whether it is repetition production, 
etc. When the group system is used, 
it is greatly reduced, as inspection 
of the finished product only is re- 
quired.

Nothing promotes a 
finer “esprit du corps” than to have | 
all the buildings and equipment in 
first-class repair, the floors clean, 
windows washed, ceilings and walls 
painted, and an air of orderliness 
throughout the department. The 
toilets, wash rooms, and drinking 
fountains should be kept scrupu- 
lously clean. Plenty of spittoons 
should be provided, otherwise the 
cutting compound in machine tools 
may be contaminated with tobacco 
juice.
